Referees to-day are good only 
by accident. We have barely 
two dozen men who are consider- 
ed worthy to judge a first-class 
contest, bat only balf-a-dozen of 
them are really firsteclass re 
ferees. But only a man of ex- 
ceptional qualities can play the 
part. A successful referee is 
born, not made. Even more than 
in the case of a successful milit- 
ary general, his actions and 
jodgments ace ruled by his inner 
qualities, by instinct rather than 
hy the book or ecen experience. 
Good referses. are rare and 
always will he “diffical: to find,
